Such facts as changing classes in 
one shift instead of two, five hundred fewer students 
using the cafeteria, the elimination of several hundred 
high pitched immature juvenile voices, and the some- 
what more mature and deliberate movement of older 
students in the hall, have made a noticeable improve- 
ment of the general character of the school. 

As a school we are a reflection of our whole commu- 
nity. There are many individuals within our student 
body who are outstanding examples of all the higher 
goals we have for all young people. But as our larger 
community has room for improvement so we, as a 
school, also can improve. 

With the cooperation of the student body and your 
parents, we can see as much improvement in 1977-78 as 
I teel we have realized this year.
